WEEKLY LETTER 

Numerous enquiries have 
toeen received at this Station re 
garding the use of the new im¬ 
proved Ceresan for controlling 
smut, and though seeding time 
is still some months away, read 
ers of this weekly letter will be 
greatly interested in the. results 
obtained with this new dust 
treatment i« tests recently con¬ 
ducted by tne Division of Bot¬ 
any of the Experimental Farms 
Branch. Following i R a summ¬ 
ary of information supplied by 
Dr. W. F. Hann of the Labora¬ 
tory at Winnipeg. 

New Improved Ceresan, or 
Ceresan as it is commonly call¬ 
ed, ia applied to the seed in dust 
form and its active agent is 
Ethyl Mercury Phosphate of 
which it contains 5 per cent. In 
the tests conducted it has giv¬ 
en excellent control of bunt of 
wheat, covered smut of barley 
and smuts of oats. The dust is 
applied to wheat, oats and bar¬ 
ley at the rate of one-half ounc 
es per bushel. More than 
ounce of dust per bushel should 
not be used. » 

Seed treated with New Im¬ 
proved Ceresan gives n some¬ 
what higher percentage of ger¬ 
mination than untreated seed. 
In order to insure the best smut 
control grain treated with Cer¬ 
esan should be allowed to stand

sown. Dr. Hanna states, how¬ 
ever, that experiments conduct¬ 
ed at Winnipeg laboratories 
have shown that the tim e be¬ 
tween treating and seeding 
should not be too great or the 
germination of the see l may be 
adversely affected. This i s most 
likely to happen whe n the mois 
turc content of the see4 is high. 
In practice, therefore, it is sug¬ 
gested that seed be treated not 
more than about one week be¬ 
fore it is to be sown. 

Last spring at this Station 
small samples of wheat were 
dusted with Ceresan the last 
week in January, February. 
March, and April, and the last 
week in May these were sent to 
the Dominion Seed Branch at 
Calgary for a germinat.on test. 
The report showed that the ger¬ 
mination wa s lowered as the* 
length of time between treating 
and testing was increased, that 
of the sample treated on April 
30th being 80 per cent and that 
of the one treated January 30th 
being 61 per cent. 

New Improved Ceresan is a- 
bout the only dust o n the mar¬ 
ket in Canada which can be 
used for treating oats and bar¬ 
ley as well as wheat. Moreover, 
since it is applied at the rate of 
only Vfc an ounce per bushel, it 
should not give rise to clogging 
of drills, „ fault that has been 
attribubted in the past to cop¬ 
per carbonate. As compared 
with Formalin, New Ceresan 
slightly improves seed germ in¬ 
ability, whereas Formalin some 
times impairs germination. It 
is also usually considered that 
dust treatments can he more 
easily and conveniently appl'ed 
than liauid treatments. The 
cost of Ceresan, purchased in 
five pound lots, works out at

Since Ceresa n contains mer¬ 
cury, grain treated with it 
should not bei fed to livestock 
and when treating grain with 
thi s dust it is advisable to wear 
som e kind of mask or cloth ov¬ 
er the face. 

Dr. Hana reports that experi¬ 
ments have been conducted with 
a number of commercial dust¬ 
ers but that none of these have 
been found very satsifactory 
for applying Ceresan. Most of 
these dusters were designed for 
the use of copper carbonate 
which is applied at the rate of 
about 2 ounces per push el. Sin¬ 
ce Ceresa n is an exceedingly 
fine dust, flows readily and is 
applied at the- rate of only 1/2 jui 
ounce per bushel, it is very ditti 
cult to g*e<t the ordinary com¬ 
mercial machines to deliver the 
small amount required. Pro¬ 
gress is being made in develop¬ 
ing commercial dusters suitable 
for the- New Improved Ceresan 
but until these have been de¬ 
veloped and thoroughly tested, 
the use of the home-made mach 
ir«o is suggested. Plans ard in¬
